RURAL MAIL DEUVERY 


Creates a Deficit in Postoffice Department-Annual 


Report Submitted by the Third Assistant 


Postmaster General Edwin C. Madden. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—Third Assist- 


ant Postmaster General Edwin C. Mad- 
den, in his annual report, says that 
the reform of the abuses of the second 
class mailing privileges is moving 
steadily forward and can be completed 
in two years. 


Upwards of 30 publications are still 


involved in court proceedings on the 
question of second class privileges and 
on the result of these cases a ;;reat 
jjart of the refonn depends. 


Mr. Madden recommends that con- 


gress consolidate the third and fourth 
classre of mail matter and fix the rate 
of jKstage at one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof. 


The report says: "The rate of in- 


crease in expenditures for the intro- 
duction and maintenance of the rural 
free delivery service has been more 


than one hundred per cent per year, 
vhereas the normal per cent of in- 
crease for the whole service has been 
cpproximately 11 per cent. 


"But for this sudden and extraordin- 


ary increase in expenditure for a prac- 
tically D?W, though necessary branch 
of the postal service, the deficiency in 
the postal revenue by the natural op- 
eration of things, under the system 
c/f 
administration 
now 
prevailing, 


would have been almost if not entirely 
eliminated." 


Mr. Madden recommends that con- 


gress authorize the postmaster gen- 
eral to accept the mailings on large 
quantities of identical pieces of printed 
matter and small articles of merchan- 
dise without the necessity cf affixing 
postage stamps to the 
individual 


nieces.
